CLEARED UP !

VAN 
WEUT, Ohio, July 22.—The 
mystery surrounding the horrible mur- 
der of E ngineer Madison Vandevander 
has at last been cleared away by a con- 
fession from Fireman Samuel Boad- 
house. 
The coroner commenced the in- 
quest yesterday morning and adjonmed 
it until to-day. 
The evidence was so 
strong against Boadhouse that when he 
heard of it he concluded to make a full 
confession, which he did in the presence 
of Sheriff Shoemaker and Deputy Hal 
Carpenter. 
Boadhouse was stDl con- 
fined to his bed and after a few mo- 
ments' deliberation said: 


"Sherifif, I want to x tell you some- 
thing. I killed Vandevander." 


His throat clogged and he uttered the 
three last words in a husky voice.. 


" I did it," he continued, "in self- 
defense. He accused me of informing 
the superintendent that he was drunk 
at Pevil's Xiake last week, and although 
I offered to prove to him that I had not 
reported him, he refused to believe me 
and had been abusing me more or less 
since then. 
Last Friday, while we 
were at Franklin getting ready to go 
out on our run, we had a quarrel and 
came near exchanging blows. We were 
seen by several railroad men and it is 
partially on this account that I decided 
to give up. When we reached Enter- 
prise he commenced on me again, and 
said: 'G—d d—n you; I'll fix you.' Van 
was a powerful and desperate man, and, 
to tell the facts of the case, I was afraid 
of him. 
After leaving Enterprise he re- 
peated the threat, and I walked back to 
the tool-box when he wasn't looking 
and fixed the hammer, which they 
found, with the handle sticking'out, so i 
could grasp it. I then started back to 
my seat in the cab. 


"Just before I reached it Van reached 
out his left arm and dealt me a terrific 
blow on the left side of the head. I 
was staggered for a moment, and just as 
I was about recovered he raised his 
right hand from the throttle and gave 
me another terrible blow on the right 
side of the head, as I had by this time 
turned around to reach for the hammer. 
This blow, although a fearful one, did 
not 'faze' me, although my head was 
out. I jumped back, grabbed the ham- 
mer, and, catching it with both hands, 
raised it, and, throwing all my w^dght 
on it, brought it down on Van's head 
with all the force r could muster. In 
the mean time we had both been .watch- 
ing each other like hawks, and I had to 
watch for a good chance. 
The fiist 
blow did not appear to 'faze' him, and 
I showered several more Mows—I don't 
remember how many—and did not quit 
until he lay. still. I then picked him 
up and set him on the seat on his side 
of the engine, where he was found. 
I 
shut down the engine and kept a good 
lookout for danger. 


" I hardly realized what I had done 
until it was over with. At first I did 
not know what to do, and I laid down 
on the floor of the engine, and in the 
few minutes which elapsed it came to 
me to fix up the story I told Dr. Woods. 
In coming into . Van Wert I leaned out 
the passage way leading into the cab of 
the engine, and saw that the Pittsburg, 
Fort Wayne and Chicago track was 
clear, I let the engine go, deciding to 
wait until she would run down and for 
some one to find us. Just as we had 
passed the depot Van raised his head, 
and I again picked up the hammer and 
dealt him another blow, which opened 
his head. I felt the blood and brains, 
splatter on my face. That was all. You 
know the rest." 


The fact of Boadhouse's confession 
was kept quiet tintil he could be placed 
in the county jail, as it was feared that 
should the news get out there would be 
an attempt to lynch him, coming so 
soon after the funeral of the murdered 
man. About 7:30 o'clock Boadhouse 
was dressed and carried to a carriage in 
waiting at the entrance to the Van Wert 
house, where he has been staying. 
When he entered it it was driven 
rapidly to the jail by Sheriff Shoemaker 
and Deputy .Hal Cai^jer. 
He was 
ushered in quickly and before anyone 
knew of his startUng confession. 
Koad- 
hbuse widked without assistance from 
the carriage to the jail entrance and 
showed quite a change to what he 
appeared yesterday. 
He was somewhat 
nervous and glimoed to each side as if 
fearing an attack from some one. 


After he had been placed safely be- 
hind the bars it became noised about 
that he h ^ made a full opniossion, and 
the news passed fiom lip ttf lip like 
lightning, and m a few minnteiB a large 
crowd had gathered about the jail, 
wMoh is a weaJc and poorly oonstnioted 


bioilding, and it would not take more 
t£an half a dozen determined men to 
break into it, Liynching -was freely 
talked of but was not attempted. 


The funeral services of Vandevander 
were held yesterday afternoon, under 
the auspices of the Masons and the 
Brotherhood of Ijooomotive Engineers.

WEBB OUB PEOPLE OK BOARD? 


Yesterday the pleasure steamer **Ella 
H," which runs from Port Bay to Buck- 
horn Island, was obliged to run around 
Green Island on account of the low 
water in the river. The island is only a 
short distance above the cataract. 
Just 
as the steamer was rounding the island 
in the swiftest part of the river, the 
engine gave out. The anchor was hove 
over-board, but it did not catch for 
some some distance, dragging along the 
rock bottom. 
When it finidly got a hold 
the boat was iinder such headway that 
the bulkhead, to which the hawser was 
attached, was torn from its fastenings. 
When nearly the whole of the chain had 
been paid out, the end became knotted 
in. the hole in the bulkwarks and held 
the boat. The trouble with the engine 
proved to be a defective valve, which 
was soon repaired, and the boat was 
again got under headway, but so great 
vms the force of the current that it took 
fifteen minutes to reach the spot where 
the anchor caught, one hundred feet up 
stream from the boat. 
There about 150 
passengers on the stéamer and a pleas- 
ure barge attached to it. There was a 
terrible scene of confusion, women 
fainted, children screamed and men 
bid each other good bye. The boat was 
only a short distance above the falls 
when it stopped and it was a miracle 
which saved the lives of the 150 people 
on the boat.

«Governor Oordon T a l k s 
A b o u t I t s 
E f f e c t on t h e tsoatli. 


NEW YOBK, July 22.—The Herald this 
morning published a dispatch from 
Governor Gordon, of Georgia, in which 
the governcn: states that he is in entire 
accord with the spirit, tone and practi- 
cal suggestion ole the Atlanta Constitu- 
tion as to the use of the boycott as a 
means of self preservation and commer- 
cial independence, if the infamous 
federal bill becomes a law. More 
over the governor says that the spirit 
will possess and control approximately 
every white man, woman and child in 
the southern states. 
The governor says 
that ever since the biU passed the house 
he has hoped that some of the republi- 
can senators would be found patriotic 
enough, broad and brave enough, to 
prefer the well-being of the country to 
party ascendency. But if this hope is 
not realized and the federal bill be- 
comes a law he will use whatever influ- 
ence he may possess, to arouse the 
southern people to the necessity of look- 
ing only to their exhaustless resources. 


"We will," he says, "welcome to our 
section all of our countrymen of the 
north who may wish to live among us, 
and we will still protect all their invest- 
ments and rights of property by impar- 
tial laws and honest courts, but we shall 
counsel a return to the old system of 
the election of representatives by a gen- 
eral ticket if need be, or ^ resort to any 
lawful, peaoeftkl means to protect the 
right of choosing representatives, and 
to resist the wrong of having them 
chosen for us by federal supervisors. 
We will still endeavor to keep peace 
and promote good will between the races 
and sincerely hope that the southern 
ne^o will not destroy their prosperity 
by consorting with those whose policy 
threatens the well being of both races. 
We shall still hope that after these 
years of apparent reconciliation and of 
restored confidence, we shall not. see 
the whole current of national sentiment 
turned backward and downward by sec- 
tioiial legislation, which has no possible 
jnstification*nor rational exonse."

WASHINGTON,, July 22.—^The house 
began voting on the "original pa<^ge" 
bill as scon as the reading of the journal 
had been concludedi The first vote was 
on Mr. Adams* substitute, 
defining 
origintd packages, which was rejected— 
ayes, 33; nays, 115. The house then 
a vote on the house substitute for 
the senate bill which provides that 
whenever any article of commerce is 
imported' into any state from any other 
state, territory or foreign nation, and 
¿here held or offered for sale it shall be 
subject to the laws of that state pro- 
v i d e that no discrimination shall be 
made by any state in favor of citizens 
of that state against the citizens of any 
other state; nor shall the transportation 
of commerce through any state be ob- 
structed except in the necessary enforce- 
ment of health laws of that state. 


As the vote proceeded it appeared 
that the result was in doubt, and there 
-was great excitement. At the end of 
the first call there was an affirmative 
majority of one. 
At the end of the 
second call the majority was the same, 
but a number of members changed their 
votes, and the vote as announced was: 
ayes, 109; nays, 94. Mr. Grosvenor, of 
Ohio, who had changed his vote for the 
purpose, moved a reconsideration. Mr. 
Franks, of Missouri, moved to table the 
motion, and this was done. A vote was 
then taken on the passage of the bill as 
amended and it was passed: yeas, 176; 
nays, 38. 


The bankruptcy bill was then taken 
up. 


The house committee on merchant 
marines and fisheries has ordered a 
favorable report on the senate bill to 
place the American merchant marine on 
an equality with that of other nations. 
The provisions of the seoate bill are 
almost identical with those of the house 
bill on the same subject, already favora- 
bly by the committee, and now on the 
house calendar. The senate biD will 
be called up for disposition, and the 
house bill will be tabled. 


At the conclusion of the morning 
business the senate, on motion of Mr. 
Daws, took up the Indian appropriation 
bill. 


The senate committee on pensions re- 
ported favorably to-day the bills to pen- 
sion the widows of Gen. John Fremont 
and Gen. Geo. B. McClellan at the rate 
of $2,000 per annum each. 


The secretary of war has designated 
Capt. Thomas L. Casey, corps of engi- 
neers, for duty under the direction 6f 
the secretary of the treasury in the work 
of improving Ellis Island, N. Y., for 
immigration purposes.

In his speech in the United States 
senate, Monday, on the tariff bill, Sena- 
tor Voorhees 
specially attacked the 
feature of the bill which increases the 
tariff on tin plate. The amount of tin 
plate manufactured in the United States 
is so i^inall—only about twelve million 
tons piir annum—that the proposition 
to add ten millions a year to the taxes 
of the people to protect it was absurd. 
It would I e cheaper to i^ay the twenty- 
four thousand vorkmen employed in 
the manufacture for their time, than to 
increase the tax on the tin used in this 
country. 


The claim that it is intended to aid in 
establishing new tin plate factories does 
not warrant the increase in this pro- 
posed tax. It i« an artic le of universal 
use and to more than di»uble the tax 
upon it is an outrage to thepeojjle. 
He 
would, at the proper time, move to 
place tin upon thé free list. 


He then criticised the feature of the 
bill which increases the duty on farm 
products. 
They are placed there, he 
said, for the mere purpose of fooling the 
farmer, for everybody knows that those 
articles would not be imported in any 
quantities even if there were no duty on 
them at all. 
The farmer is expected to 
open his heart with rapture to hail a 
bill which goes through the form of pro- 
tecting their products, while in reality 
it adds to the taxes $10,000,000 a year 
on the tin for their cooking utensils and 
more than that on wool. 
He criticised 
the course of the republican party in re- 
gard to the tariff, which has been kept 
up too practically on a war basis since 
the necessity for war taxes ceased. 
The 
proposition to take the duty off of sugar, 
replace in by a tax on the whole people 
to pay a bounty to those of a single sec- 
tion, he regarded as a most outrageous 
one and one which the people would not 
approve.

mystery surrounding the horrible mur- 


der of Engineer Madison Vandevander 
has at last been cleared away by a con- 
fession from Fireman Samuel Road- 
house, The coroner commenced the in- 
quest yesterday morning and adjourned 
it until to-day. The evidence was so 
strong against Eoadhouse that when he 
heard of it he concluded to make a full 
confession, which he did in the presence 
of Sheriff Shoemaker and Deputy Hal 
Carpenter. 
Eoadhouse was still con- 


fined to his bed and after a few mo- 
ments' deliberation said : 


"Sheriff, I want to tell yon some- 


thing. I killed Vandevander." 


His throat clogged and ho uttered the 


three last words in a husky voice.. 


"I did it," he continued, "in self- 


defense. He accused me of informing 
the superintendent that he was drunk 
at Devil's Lake last week, and although 
I offered to prove to him that I had not 
reported him, he refused to believe mo 
and had been abusing me more or less 
since then. 
Last Friday, while wo 


were at Franklin getting ready to go 
out on our run, we had a quarrel and 
came near exchanging blows. We wero 
seen by several railroad men and it is 
partially on this account that I decided 
to give up. When wo reached Enter- 
prise he commenced on me again, and 
said: 'G-d d— n you; I'll fix you.' Van 
was a powerful and desperate man, and, 
to tell the facts of the case, I was afraid 
of him. After leaving Enterprise he re- 
peated the threat, and I walked back to 
tho tool-box when he wasn't looking 
and fixed the hammer, which they 
found, with tho handle sticking'out, so I 
could grasp it. I then started back to 
my seat in the cab. 


"Just before I reached it Van reached 


out his left arm and dealt me a terrific 
blow on tho left side of the head. I 
was staggered for a moment, and just as 
I was about recovered he raised his 
right hand from the throttle and gave 
me another terrible blow on ttio right 
side of the head, as I had by this time 
turned around to reach for the hammer. 
This_blow, although a fearful one, did 
not 'faze' mo, although my head was 
out. I jumped back, grabbed the ham- 
mer, and, catching it with both haudc, 
raised it, and, throwing all my weight 
on it, brought it down on Van's head 
with all the force I could muster. 
In 


the mean time we had both been .watch- 
ing each other like hawks, and I had to 
watch for a good chance. 
The fust 


blow did not appear to 'fazo' him, and 
I showered several more Mows— I don't 
remember how many— and did not quit 
until he lay. still. I then picked him 
up and set him on the seat on his side 
of the engine, where he was found, 
shut down the engine and kept a good 
lookout for danger, 


"I hardly realized what I had done 


until it was over with. At first I did 
not know what to do, and I laid down 
on the floor of tho engine, and in' the 
few minutes which elapsed it came to 
me to fix up the story I told Dr. Woods. 
In coming into Van Wert I leaned out 
the passage way leading into the cab of 
the engine, and saw that the Pittabnrg,

At the end of 
the first call there was an affirmative 
majority of one.

second call the majority was the same, 
but a number of members changed their 
votes, and the vote as announced wus: 
ayes, 109; nays, 9i. Mr. Grosvenor, of 
Ohio, who had changed his vote for the 
purpose, moved a reconsideration. 
Mr. 


Franks, of Missouri, moved to table tho 
motion, and this was done. A voto was 
then taken on the passage of the bill as 
amended and it was passed: yeas, 176; 
nays, 38. 


The bankruptcy bill was then taken

every white man, woman and child in 
the southern states. The governor says 
that ever since the bill passed the house 
he has hoped that some of the republi- 
can senators would be found patriotic 
enough, broad and brave enough, to 
prefer the well-being of the country to 
party ascendency. But if this hope is 
not realized and the federal bill be- 
comes a law ho will use whatever influ- 
ence he may possess, to arouse the 
southern people to the necessity of look- 
ing only to their exhaustless resources. 


"Wo will," he says, "welcome to our 


section nil of our countrymen of tho 
north who may wish to live among us, 
and wo will still protect all their invest- 
ments and rights of property by impar- 
tial laws and honest courts, but we shall 
counsel it return to tho old system of 
the election of representatives by a gen- 
eral ticket if need be, or h resort to any 
lawful, peaceful means to protect the 
right of choosing representatives, 
and 


to resist the wrong of having them 
chosen for us by federal supervisors. 
We will still endeavor to keep peace 
and promote good will between the races 
and sincerely hope that tho southern 
negro will not destroy their prosperity 
by consorting with those whoso policy 
threatens the well being ol both races. 
Wo shall still hope Iliat after these 
years of apparent reconciliation and of 
restored confidence, wo shall not bco 
tho whole current of national sentiment 
turned backward r.nd downward by sec- 
tional legislation, which has no possible 
justification' nor rational excuse."
